REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 19-28 and 32-35 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-18 and 29-3 1 have been 
cancelled herewith. Reconsideration of the pending claims is respectfully requested. 

Applicants are not conceding in this application that cancelled Claims 1-18 and 29-3 1 are not 
patentable over the art cited by the Examiner, as the present claim cancellations are only for facilitating 
expeditious prosecution of the allowable subject matter noted by the examiner. Applicants respectfully 
reserve the right to pursue these and other claims in one or more continuations and/or divisional patent 
applications. 

I. 35 U.S.C. 8 102. Anticipation 

Claims 1-18 and 29-3 1 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by Sempe et al. 
(Autonomous Robots Sharing a Charging Station with no Communication: a Case Study, 2002). This 
rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Applicants have cancelled such claims herewith, without prejudice or disclaimer, such that this 
case can expeditiously pass to issuance. 

Therefore, the rejection of Claims 1-18 and 29-31 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 has been overcome. 

II. Allowable Claims 

Applicants graciously acknowledge the allowance of Claims 19-28 and 32-35. As these Claims 
19-28 and 32-35 are the only claims remaining, this case in now in condition for allowance.
